A man giving ii is name as 
John 
Baker, age 45 years, was in jail here 
today following a raid on his resi­ 
dence.five miles south ol* Laurel yes­ 
terday afternoon by Prosecutor A. (J. 
Stevens, deputy state game wardens, 
Boy Rodeheaver and Ralph Gilphant, 
in 
which evidence of a moonshine 
still was found, as well as three fer­ 
rets. 
The raid was made on a warrant 
from Franklin county and the 
local 
prosecutor went along for company, 
but was pressed into service by the 
state men. 
The game wardens 
had 
received 
word that the man had ferrets un­ 
lawfully in his possession, and after 
securing Hie search warrants went to 
his home in the Franklin county hills. 
It is said that while the officers were 
Searching for the ferrets they uncov­ 
ered several barrels of corn mash, 
and that the man later acknowledged 
that he had been making whiskey. 
T lie state officers brought him to 
jail here, and have notified the state 
prohibition officers who notified Sher­ 
iff Jones today that they would call 
f o r the man here Friday.

The attendance hath in the public 
schools of Rushville and the consoli­ 
dated schools of tin*

grow as the result of the new a t­ 
tendance law which was passed by 
Hie last Indiana general assembly, is 
the opinion of local school authorities.* 
They expect a substantial growth 
iii the enrollment and are making a r­ 
rangements to care for more pupils 
during the coming school year which 
will begin early in September. The 
new law governing school attendance 
will affect pupils living in the c o u n ­ 
try as well a s those residing in ci­ 
ties cmd incorporated towns. 
The new law provides that child­ 
ren must have reached the age 
of 
sixteen years or have completed 
the 
common school course before 
they 
are eligible to quit school and enter 
regular employment. Til the past the 
only requirement was that children 
who desired to work regularly com­ 
plete the fifth grade or be four!(fen 
years old. 
After a child has either attained 
the age or the grade which will per­ 
mit him to leave school it is neces­ 
sary for him to obtain a card from 
the office of the county superintend­ 
ent for the office of the city school 
superintendent before taking up - av 
kind of work except domestic or ag­ 
ricultural. This does not mean, how­ 
ever, that a farmer can keep his son 
out of school to work on the farm 
before he has graduated from com­ 
mon school or become Hi years of 
age. Illness is the only thing 'hat 
can keep a child out of school until 
lie has finished

FALLS ON LOCAL MAN 


Karl Kennedy Escapes Serious if Not 


Fatal Injury in Accident at 


Andersonville 


CAUSED BY CABLE B REA K IN G 


Karl Kennedy of this city narrow­ 
ly escaped serious if not fatal injury, 
yesterday when he was working

Andersonville and a concrete carrier 
on a cable broke and fell upon him, 
badlyl bruising his body and sprain­ 
ing his left arm. 
Those who saw the accident did 
not see how he could have escaped 
without more serious injuries. Mr. 
Kennedy is associated with the E. L. 
Kennedy 
and Son contracting firm, 
and are now erecting a new school 
building in Andersonville. 
The concrete carrier 
is operated 
overhead on a cable to the 
place 
where the cement is being used, and 
in some manner the 
carrier 
gave 
away, and fell, striking Mr. Kennedy.

July 28.—Famine 
and 
riot spread over Russia today and 
threatened a greater death toll than 
that resulted from the country’s part 
iii the war and revolutions. 
More than ten million men, women 
and children were 
suffering 
from 
drought. Staggering pedestrians set 
out from the Volga region in search 
of 
food, 
stripping the country as 
they 
went. 
Cavalry 
horses, fire 
horses and cart horses disappeared 
as flu* refugees passed by. 
In the cities the rations were being 
cut. I icon Trotsky, food distribute, 
reduced the army supplies. In Petro­ 
grad two regiments revolted because 
of the food cut. 
Civilians have started a demon­ 
stration 
against 
the 
rations cut. 
Hundreds of them were liking killed 
and 1500 were wounded. The famine 
situation was complicated by almost 
a complete breakdown in the coun­ 
try’s transportation 
While there was a good supply of 
food in some sections, notably 
the 
Ukraine district, 
authorities 
were 
unable to distribute it. 
The great 
famine region represents one twen­ 
tieth of Russia’s territory, but the 
district is the region that supplies 
one-half of the country’s food sup- 
ply. 
•Soldiers, discouraged by cuts in 
rations, have joined in 
demonstra­ 
tions in Petrograd and Moscow, the 
reports said. 
Petrograd was the scene of 
ex­ 
tensive riots on July 19 and 20, 
in 
which 
IOO 
unarmed 
participants 
were 
reported killed 
and 
1,500 
wounded. 
Women have joined in tho demon­ 
strations and many of them have 
been killed by firing squads, it was 
reported. 
The city of Tamboff was
